Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: Applicant's representive argues that Yokogawa does not teach or 
suggest the small pore area comprising an acetic acid because the acetic acid reacts with the polymer gel to form an 
ester. The arguments are not found persuasive for patentability. Turning to page 54 of the present specification, the 
acetic acid also reacts with the polymer gel to form the hydrogen bonding to strengthen the gel. Since the acetic acid 
disclosed in the Yokogawa invention is not a catalyst and itself reacts with the polymer gel, the acetic acid is required 
to be part of the structure of the gel. Accordingly, it is the examiner's position that Yokogawa's material is composed of 
the acetic acid. Applicant*s representive points out that the aerogel greater than 100 mm in minimum dimension is 
directed to an inorganic aerogel (Hrubesh, column 7, lines 14-15). Applicant's representative asserts that Hrubesh 
does not disclose or suggest the organic gel having the smallest dimension greater than 3 inches. Applicant's 
representive concludes that due to differences in the processes, the organic aerogel could not have the same 
dimension as the inorganic aerogel. However, neither experimentation nor factual evidence to support for their 
assertions is found in the record. The examiner insists since Hrubesh discloses both inorganic and organic aerogels 
and they all find useful in optical, magnetic and catalytic applications. It is the examiner's position that the organic 
aerogel would have the same dimension as the inorganic gel so as to perform the same function. It is recognized that 
the organic of Pekala made from a mixture of phenolic novolak resin dissolved infurfural and propanol in the presence 
of acetic acid as a catalyst. There is no connection to use the acetic acid for the hydrophobic treatment of the organic 
aerogel as disclosed in the Pekala invention. 
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
